when a .large part of Reno's popula- 
tion was on the streets, and a great 
throng stood on the hanks of tho riv- 
er and "Bloody Ditch" and watched 
the home of the aged islander mount 
upward in clouds 
of 
thick smoke, 


someone recalling with each cloud of 
smoke and shower' ot 'sparks some 
bit of local history in which the old 
cabin had played a part. 


Escapes Nearly Naked 


Since the place was first built, each 


succeeding year has seen new boards 
added to the structure, nailed indis- 
criminately over knot holes and open- 
ings made by decay and weather, till, 
at" last, 
when trie fire pgod finally 


claimed it, the walls and roof, in 
many places, were very thick, _and 
resisted the power of the water in 
way many larger buildings would not 
have done. 


Ho* .the fire started, the old man, 


nrnv bent nearly double with age and 
infirmity, was unable to say, but it 
is surmised that he in some way up- 
set a lamp, while partially awake, 
'and the fire was under, great headway 
before he. knew it. 
When he made 


his escape from the cabin he harl 
only an undershirt and pair of trous- 
ers to cover himself with, everything 
else he possessed having been taken 
by the 
flames.

For 30 years the old cabin has 


marked the river bank at what is now

ca.tch trout, he had a horse and wafj- 
-o-n which did duty as a carryall for

and fish he'was wont to peddle to tho 
neighborhood. 


In those days "Kanaka Jim" was 


one of the best known figures in local 
sporting life, and there was .not a 
dealer at a game in the town wlio did 
not know him and whom he did not 
know.

house of refuge to many fallen men 
and women, who have,,when all other 
doors were closed to them, gone to 
"Kanaka Jim's" cabin to close their 
eyesfor the last time, maybe unknow- 
ingly, being soothed, mercifully, by 
the last "draw," into forgetfulneas 
of a past which were better forgotten, 
no matter how.

mark, which the esthetically inclinj'.l 
were glad to see disappear. 
These, 


belonging as they do to the nevivr 
population, gave never a thought to 
the bent old form, slipping away from 
the ruins of all he had, into the shad- 
ows of the night, out of the glare of 
the fire, and away from 
the sound 


of the.-idle remarks of the thoughtless 
crowd.

about the people's rights. The dear- 
est right the people possess, and one 
tj gain which thousands of men have 
died on the scaffold or in the ranks 
of rebellion, is this very right o£ in- 
junction which demagogues like Shel- 
don and his kind are continually de- 
nouncing. 


It is a pity that 
men 
who 
are 


elected to such offices as that of Gov- 
ernor, and who will not take the ad- 
vice of people who arc qualified to 
givp it, cannot be compelled by law 
to take a few elementary lessons in 
the rights and duties of citizenship.

\\ill be issued at the suit of a ship- 
per, just as much as at the request 
of a railroad. In case of discrimina- 
tion in rates,

States 


courts have held that an injunction 
is a proper remedy, and, in case of 
excessive charges, the shipper is al- 
ways entitled to sue for_ the excess, 
providing he has done 
nothing 
to 


acquiesce in the wrongful charges. 


la the case in Nebraska, the courl 


merely enjoined the railroad commis- 
sion from putting into effect certain 
grain rates. 
The court, 
in 
other 


words, insists that the subject is one 
for revicifv- in a. federal tribunal. 
It 


undoubtedly is. 


We have recognied that fact in this 


" state and the Nevada Railroad Com- 


mission Act 
is> a model that might 


well be copied by

wealths' because it does recognize the 
powers of the federal tribunals in 
this respect.
